There Must Be 


A Better Way 


WASHINGTON 
— 
Having 
once had a hand in the process 
by which delegates are chosen 
for a national party convention 
from one state, and having 
followed the results through to 
the nomination, I am personally 
convinced there is a better way 
to 
select 
presidential 
can­ 
didates. 
I am now sold on a binding 
national primary for each party 
with a runoff of the top vote 
getters should no candidate 
draw more than 40 per cent of 
the total party vote nationwide. 
There would be no party 
crossovers allowed. And each 
voter would cast his ballot 
directly for the Tian of his 
choice. That is, there would be 
no delegates. The winner in a 
state would not get all that 
state’s votes; rather each vote 
cast would be counted 
in­ 
dividually in the national total. 
Some argue this system would 
work to the disadvantage of 
unknown. Maybe so. But I sub­ 
mit that for the office of 
President of the United States it 
is essential that a man have 
sufficient 
experience 
and 
background to make him a 
known quantity before he cam­ 
paigns for party nomination. 
Under the present system a 
candidate becomes “ known” 
and acceptable if he shows up 
well through an all-out effort in 
two or three early primary 
states. Through those early 
wins he has a hefty boost tow ard 
the nomination in a sort of 
bandwagon 
effect. 
This 
nomination through momentum 
seems 
an 
extremely 
poor 
manner in which to select can­ 
didates for the presidency. 
To make a primary system 
effective there would need to be 
consistently much wider press 
and television coverage of a 
range of offices. I think, for 
example, that it is in the public 
interest, and therefore in the 
interest of the press and TV, 
that governors and other of­ 
ficials of medium and small 
states doing outstandingly good 
or notoriously poor jobs be well 


advertised throughout the na­ 
tion. 
This publicity is desirable not 
only on the off chance that one of 
these men and women might 
some 
day 
run 
for 
the 
presidency. More importantly, 
this coverage is needed because 
the successes and failures in one 
state have important lessons for 
the citizens of other states. We 
recognize the importance of 
distant 
countries 
in 
our 
coverage of foreign news. We 
too often forget the even greater 
importance of local experiments 
in neighboring state capitals. 
Likewise, throughout this na­ 
tion there are sizable numbers 
of men and women, other than 
governors and members of 
Congress, doing rem arkable 
administrative jobs in educa­ 
tion, 
science, 
industry and 
agriculture. 
There is no reason, except 
custom, why a president of the 
United States must come from 
the Congress or have been 
governor of a state, though one 
would think from our recent 
history that it was a rule 
engrav ed in stone. 
If one considers the adminis­ 
trative responsibilities, difficult 
decisions 
and 
personnel 
problems 
faced 
by 
the 
presidents of our great univer­ 
sities, the executive chiefs of 
our major companies, and by 
the heads of our leading scien­ 
tific organizations, it is clear 
that numbers of these men have 
developed the expertise and 
judgment 
required 
for 
the 
White House. 
If they were better known na­ 
tionwide 
through 
continued 
coverage of their achievements, 
more of these outstanding ci­ 
tizens might be drawn into 
political office — in their state, 
in Congress or the White House 
itself. 
New blood could bring fresh 
ideas in solving unemployment, 
inflation, crime and corruption, 
in handling the problems of 
energy and raw material shor­ 
tages and in the management of 
our foreign affairs.

nomination, although Carter 
then increased his margin in a 
later poll. We can look for 
further fluctuations once the 
public begins to realize the ex­ 
tent of Carter’s deceptiveness. 
The publication "Lifeletter.” 
for example, has caught Mr. 
Carter in a shameless con­ 
tradiction on the touchy subject 
of abortion. 
Carter hus declared repea­ 
tedly that he “ personally” op­ 
poses abortion, and does so on 
"moral” grounds. 
He has also criticized the 
Democratic platform as being 
"a little bit too liberal, too per­ 
missive” on the issue. Recently 
he told the National Catholic 
News Service that he did not 
“agree with the wording of the 
plank” on abortion in the 
Democratic platform — though, 
as is common knowledge, his 
own aides largely controlled the 
writing of that platform. He also 
met with members of the Na­ 
tional Conference of Catholic 
Bishops on the abortion issue. 
Unfortunately, 
however, 
Carter in 1972 contributed a 
Foreword of about 400 words to 
a book called “Women in Need” 
by Jam es Trussell, Jr. and 
Robert 
A. 
Hatcher 
(Mac­ 
millan). Here is the first part of 
that Foreward: 
"My mother recently re­ 
turned from India where her 
major responsibility as a Peace 
Corps 
volunteer 
was 
the 
provision of voluntary family 
planning services to couples. 
Her experience opened up new 
vistas to her and indirectly to 
me. 1 now v iew the right of each 
and every couple to determine 
how many children they would 
like to have and when they 
would like to have them as an 
extremely important goal for 
individual persons an<) as an 
important challenge for our 


legal, social, and medical com­ 
munities. 


“ Until quite recently it has 
not been possible to discuss 
openly the contraceptive needs 
of couples. Now abortion and 
sterilization have joined con­ 
traception as important con­ 
cerns for lawmakers, for the 
medical and legal communities, 
and.' of course, for individual 
couples. 


“ Eac-h of us must accept some 
responsibility for the plight of 
the five women described in this 
book. They had difficulty ob­ 
taining contraception, steriliza­ 
tion, abortion and sex educa­ 
tion. Their case histories prod 
us to consider w hat we can do. 


"Each chapter concludes with 
a series of suggestions for the 
reader who wants to accept a 
more active role in making sex 
education, 
contraceptives, 
abortion, and sterilization more 
freely available in our society. 
This book makes a plea to our 
citizens.” And so on. 


The 
Foreword 
is 
signed 
“Jimmy Carter, Governor of 
Georgia.” 


Nothing in the sentences 
quoted above suggests for a 
moment that Carter is “ per­ 
sonally” opposed to abortion. 
Nothing suggests that he has 
any “ moral” objections to it. 
Quite the contrary. Any reader 
of the above material would be 
fully justified in believing that 
Carter approves of abortion and 
desires it to be “ freely available 
in our society."

Proceeds For Sarett Nature Lab 


Civic Benefit club has earmarked proceeds from its third 
annual “ Antiques-On-The Lake” show sale to provide building 
materials for a nature lab at Sarrett nature center. 
The show will be held Friday and Saturday, Oct. 22 and 23, at 
Shadowland ballroom in St. Joseph. 
Tickets are $1.50 in advance and $2 at the door. The show will be 
open from 10 a.m. until 10 p.m. Friday and from 10 a.m. until 
p.m. Saturday. 
The nature lab at Sarett will be 3H by 24 feet which includes a 12 
by 24-foot porch. 
A Stevensville carpenter, Jam es Mullins, has agreed to donate 
his time and labor if the center is provided materials, according 
to Charles Nelson, director-naturalist at the center. 
The nature lab will be used as a starting point and fur pre-tour 
talks given to groups coming to the center, according to Nelson. 
The building will also be used for follow-up study for groups 
working on pond study, leaf collections, and for those groups 


studying snakes, frogs, turtles, and toads. 
Nelson says a small collection of live snakes, turtles, and 
amphibians will also be kept in the lab and rainy day activities 
will be centered there. 
Over 10,000 school children now use the nature center each year, 
according to Nelson who says, "These students can be handled on 
the trails but the load far outstrips our present building capacity. 
On bad weather days, we are quite at a loss because of the lack of 
shelter. We hope the new nature lab will solve that situation.” 
Sarett has been established to insure that high quality en- 
vironmental education is available to everyone of all ages 
throughout the entire twin cities area. 
Its staff in addition to Nelson includes naturalists Steve Bearss, 
Lisa Hudnutt, Mike Champagne, Sue Shick, and receptionist Pat 
Dowling. 
Up to five additional naturalists are hired for spring and fall, 
with over two-thirds of the budget spent on hiring naturalists to 


teach about the out-of-doors. 
During the 1975-76 school year children attended from 70 public 
schools as well as 14 parochial schools from the school districts of 
Benton Harbor, St. Joseph, Lakeshore, Berrien Springs, South 
Haven, Coloma, Bridgman, Niles, Hartford, Eau Claire, Cas- 
sopolis. Sawyer, Sodus, and Dowagiac. 
For adults, the center conducted over 15 classes in natural 
science, provided Sunday lectures and film tours, and also 
included spec ial events, projects, and trips. 
The center is located on 300 acres which are all contiguous- 
bottomlands, bluffs, uplands and meadows along the Paw Paw 
river from 1-19« south to Wickwire road in Benton township. 
It has four miles of trails, many of them elevated and there are 
six teaching platforms. 
Last year’s membership was 577 — mostly family mem­ 
berships. All of Sarett’s funding comes from its members with no 
government funding.

So many ladies sew on buttons 


the time-consuming old-fashion 
way, when it is so easy to use the 
convenience of the modern 
machines today. 


Practically all the machines 


that feature the zigzag stitch 
will sew on flat buttons. 


For a different type button or 


if you just insist on doing them 
by hand, by all means use a 
slightly larger needle and 
thread it twice so you will haw 
four pieces of thread banging 
from the needle. Orkeep very" 
heavy thread on hand just for 
this purpose. Bees wax can be 
run over it also to strengthen 
the thread even more. 


Here is a trick taytors just 


love to use. When a garment 
comes in the shop with a few 
buttons missing and the button 
jar does not have the buttons 
that match tailor perfect, the 
: late (ben gets the closest 
matching buttons passible. 


It they are Hissing from the 


sleeve, just place them there, 
but if they are missing from the 
front of the garment, the but- 
tons from the sleeves are 
removed and placed on the front 
and the newly found buttons are 
placed on the sleeve. Since the 
sleeve is far from the front but- 
tons'it is almost impossible to 
notice the slight difference. 


Make sure the new buttons 


are the same size as the others 
because the button will have to 
fit the buttonhole already there. 


A button which is to go 


through a buttonhole should 
have a shank to allow room for 
the extra.fabric between the 
button and garment. A lot of 
jacket buttons will already haw 
a metal shank 


You can make a thread shank 


for the buttons that don't have 
any. To secure the thread, make 
a knot. Make a small stitch on 
the right side. Bring the needle 
through the buttonhole and 
place a toothpick across the top 
of the button to leave room for 
the shank, bring the needle 
through the button and back in- 
to the fabric. 


Make the shank the same 


thickness as the fabric around 
the buttonhole. Repeat the back 
and forth sewing over the pick 
until the right thickness is ob- 
tained. Pull out the pick and 
wind thread around the threads 
under the button, forming a 
shank. Secure thread on the 
wrong sine of ganiient.

small flat buttons to sew on 
under your outer buttons to 
reinforce the fabric. Or you can 
use a permanent fusing web 
material on a small piece of 
firm fabric to fuse under the 
garment where the outer button 
is to be placed. Sew right 
through button and under 
fabric. 


This reinforces heavy fabric 


and even though interfacing is 
used, it also helps keep the but- 
tons from pulling through soft 


•fabrics. 


In my opinion, if you are go- 


ing to invest a great deal of 
money in fabric for a man's 
sport or suit jacket there is only 
one buttonhole for it — the 
hand-worked buttonhole. 


Most ladies shy away from 


these 
buttonholes 
because 


careful handling and time are 
involved. 


As far as 1 know, there is one 


basic way te do these, but if a 
few rules are followed, the work 
time can be stepped up a bit. 


Bute number one is to 


purchase the right kind of 
thread and use the correct size 
needle. You can use either 
heavy duty or buttonhole twist 
thread. I prefer the buttonhole 
twist because it has a nice gloss 
toil. 


Rule number two is plan to 


finish all buttonholes in one 
sewing session and at a time 
when you are least likely to be. 
disturbed since concentration is 
important and time saving. 


Stitch on both sides of the 


markings about one-eighth-inch 
for the buttonhole and along the 
ends. Slash buttonhole mark. 
Form the keyhole at the end by 
making tiny slashes and trim- 
ming out a very small cirle of 
fabric. 
• 


Using the machine stitching 


as a guide, work stitching from 
bottom right hi a counter clock- 
wise direction. Insert the needle 


. in a circle through the slash and 


just 
beyond the machine 


stitching. Make sure stitches 
are straight up and down and 
not slanted at all. Don't pull the 
thread too tight. Continue 
stitching up and down through 
the slash with thread forming a 
circle until you reach the end. 


At one end make a bar by 


taking- several stitches ver- 
tically across the end, then work 
a blanket stitch over the fabric.

So many ladies sew on buttons 
the time-consuming old-fashion 
way, when it is so easy to use the» 
convenience of the modern 
machines today. 
Practically all the machines 
that feature the zigzag stitch 
will sew on flat buttons. 
For a different type button or 
if you just insist on doing them 
by hand, by all means use a 
slightly 
larger 
needle 
and 
thread it twice so you will have 
four pieces of thread hanging 
from the needle. Or keep very 
heavy thread on hand just for 
this purpose. Bees wax can be 
run over it also to strenghten 
the thread even more. 
Here is a trick taylors just 
love to use. When a garment 
comes in the shop with a few 
buttons missing and the button 
jar does not have the buttons 
that match tailor perfect, the 
tailor then gets the closest 
matching buttons possible. 
It they are missing from the 
sleeve, just place them there, 
but if they are missing from the 
front of the garm ent, the but­ 
tons from the sleeves are 
removed and placed on the front 
and the newly found buttons art* 
placed on the sleeve. Since the 
sleeve is far from the front but­ 
tons it is almost impossible to 
notice the slight difference. 
Make sure the new buttons 
are the same size as the others 
because the button will have to 
fit the buttonhole already there. 
A button which is to go 
through a buttonhole should 
have a shank to allow room for 
the extra fabric between the 
button and garment. A lot of 
jacket buttons will already have 
a metal shank. 
You can make a thread shank 
for the buttons that don’t have 
any. To secure the thread, make 
a knot Make a small stitch on 
the right side. Bring the needle 
through the buttonhole and 
place a toothpick across the top 
of the button to leave room for 
the shank, bring the needle 
through the button and back in­ 
to the fabric. 
Make the shank the same 
thickness as the fabric around 
the buttonhole. Repeat the back 
and forth sewing over the pick 
until the right thickness is ob­ 
tained. Pull out the pick and 
wind thread around the threads 
under the button, forming a 
shank. Secure thread on the 
wrong side of garment. 
If you are working with very 
soft fabric or making a heavy 
jacket or coat, you can use

small flat buttons to sew on 
under your outer buttons to 
reinforce the fabric. Or you can 
use a permanent fusing web 
material on a small piece of 
firm fabric to fuse under the 
garment where the outer button 
is to be placed. Sew right 
through 
button 
and 
under 
fabric. 
This reinforces heavy fabric 
and even though interfacing is 
used, it also helps keep the but­ 
tons from pulling through soft 
fabrics. 
In my opinion, if you are go­ 
ing to invest a great deal of 
money in fabric for a m an’s 
s|>ort or suit jacket there is only 
one buttonhole for it — the 
hand-worked buttonhole. 
Most ladies shy away from 
these 
buttonholes 
because 
careful handling and time are 
involved. 
As far as I know , then* is one 
basic way to do these, but if a 
few rules are followed, the work 
time can be stepped up a bit. 
Rule 
number 
one 
is 
to 
purchase the right kind of 
thread and use the correct size 
needle. You can use either 
heavy duty or buttonhole twist 
thread. I prefer the buttonhole 
twist because it has a nice gloss 
to it. 
Rule number two is plan to 
finish all buttonholes in one 
sewing session and at a time 
when you are least likely to be 
disturbed since concentration is 
important and time saving. 
Stitch on both sides of the 
markings about one-eighth-inch 
for the buttonhole and along the 
ends. Slash buttonhole mark. 
Form the keyhole at the end by 
making tiny slashes and trim ­ 
ming out a very small cirle of 
fabric. 
Using the machine stitching 
as a guide, work stitching from 
bottom right in a counter clock­ 
wise direction. Insert the needle 
in a circle through the slash and 
just 
beyond 
the

stitching. Make sure stitches 
are straight up and down and 
not slanted at all. Don’t pull the 
thread 
too 
tight. 
Continue 
stitching up and down through 
the slash with thread forming a 
circle until you reach the end. 
At one end make a bar by 
taking - several stitches ver­ 
tically across the end, then work 
a blanket stitch over the fabric.

VETO OR NOT TO VETO 
Ford Faces Viet Decision 


WASHINGTON

President Ford faces a key 
foreign 
policy 
decision

whether to veto a Vietnamese 
bid for United Nations mem­ 
bership. 
While not ruling out the jx»s- 
sibilit.v of a U.S. abstention 
when the vote comes up Friday, 
officials suggest that American 
disatisfaction with Vietnam's 
policy toward U.S. servicemen 
listed as missing in action 
probably 
will 
lead 
to 
an 
American veto of Hanoi’s bid. 


The consensus among of­ 
ficials is that a veto would most 
likely help Ford in his goal of 
trying to consolidate support 
among those voters who would 
lx> alienated by any kind of ges­ 
ture toward Vietnam. Last year, 
the United States vetoed the ad­ 
mission of what were then two 
Vietnam’s. 
In what it described as a sig­ 
nal of goodwill, the Vietnamese 
government last Monday gave 
the Anu*rlean Embassy in Paris 
the names of 12 U.S. airmen it 
said had been killed in the 
Vietnam war. 
The move apparently was tied 
to Vietnam’s campaign for U.N. 
admission, but Ford called this 
a “limited action" and said it 
was “callous and cruel” of the 
Vietnamese not to account for 
the remaining 800 MIAs. 
Although the United States 
has often subscribed to the 
theory of universal membership 
in the United Nations, Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger in­ 
dicated last week that American 
policy in the Vietnamese case is 
lieing governed by Hanoi's atti­ 
tude toward the MIAs. 
Asked about the Vietnamese 
application in the United Na­ 
tions. Kissinger said “the issue 
of missing-in-action is of course 
a key issue, and we want to see 
whether any progress can be 
made there.” 


Officials refused to comment 
on whether they expected any 
additional accounting of MIAs 
by Hanoi before the U.N. debate 
on Vietnam opens Friday. One 
U.S. source said American 
acquiesence to the Vietnamese 
bid would deprive Washington 
of one of the few levers with 
which it hopes to extract con­ 
cessions from Hanoi 


He said there was little sen­ 
timent within the administra­ 
tion for the argument that a 
U.S. decision not to block the 
Vietnamese application could 
inspire a more flexible attitude 
by Hanoi on the MIA issue. 
Assessing the public reaction 
to Hanoi's decision to account 
for 12 U.S. airmen who have 
been dead more than eight 


years, the official said the move 
served only to dramatize the 
number of servicemen who have 
not been accounted for. 
Other officials, expressing the 
minority view, said Vietnam's 
behavior since the collapse of 
the U.S.-backed Saigon govern­ 
ment 16 months ago is much 
better than Washington had ex- 
liected.

140) and 


Football Draft Illegal 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
A 


federal judge says the National 
football League must find 
another, way (o keep its 28 teams 
competitive because the present 


; system of drafting 
college 


players is illegal. 


In a decision that's sure to 


chase NFL owners and attor- 
neys into huddles all over the 
country, US. District Judge 
William B. Bryant said the draft 
violates antitrust laws. 


Bryant said the essence of the 


draft is an agreement among 
team owners "that the right to 
negotiate with each top quality 
graduating college athlete will 
be allocated to one team, and 
that no other team will deal with 
that person." 


He called the arrangement an 


"outright, undisguised refusal 


to deal," and said it "consti- 
tutes a group boycott in its 
classic and most pernicious 
form, a device which has long 
been condemned." 


Bryant's ruling, Wednesday 


was made in the case of.former 
Washington Redskins defensive 
back James "Yazoo" Smith, 
who contended in a 1970 suit that 
the draft stifled the marketing 
of his football skills. 


A spokesman for the NFL in 


•New York, Don Weiss, said the 
league would nave no comment 
"until our attorneys have had a 
chance to study *e decision and 
'confer with us." 


Attorneys for the NFL and the 


Washington Redskins, named 
as co-defendants in the Smith 
case, argued unsuccessfully in 
the non-jury trial before Bryant 


that the college draft was 
exempt from the Sherman and 
Clayton antitrust acts because it 
was part of a collective-bar- 
gaining agreement between the 
NFL and the players. • 


It there were no draft, the at-, 


torneys 
argued, 
the more 


talented players would go to the 
richest teams or owners, or 
so-called glamor cities.

Q. Some time ago I rrad that 
there is a toothpaste that stops 
the formation of tartar around 
the teeth. Can you give me the 
name of the paste — and also 
- does It really work? 
A. 
Dental 
Abstracts 
magazine recently reported a 
toothpaste such as you mention 
was tested by a group of in­ 
dividuals. 
The investigation 
showed that the paste did in­ 
deed reduce the formation of 
tartar. 
However, it did not help to 
reduce the pockets in the gums 
around the teech, such as occur 
in pyorrhea. Nor did the paste 
reduce inflammation of the 
gums or help to make teeth 
tighter in their sockets. 
There is still much research 
necessary before such tooth­ 
paste will receive approval 
from the Federal Drug Ad­ 
ministration or the American 
Dental Association, but inves­ 
tigators at the National Insti­ 
tutes of Health, who superviseti 
the project I mentioned above, 
are continuing their efforts to 
evaluate such products. 
Q. Do the so-called “organic 
and health" foods help to make 
better teeth or less cavities? 
A. Many people are faddists 
about organic and health foods. 
They have been quick to ad­ 
vocate such foods and make 
claims which are not true. 
The Food and 
Drug Ad­ 
ministration 
tells 
us. 
for 
example, that man-made vi­ 
tamins are just as good as na­ 
tural vitamins, hut food fad­ 
dists insist that natural vi­ 
tamins are better for our nu­ 
trition. 
I prefer to accept the word of 
the F.D.A. — especially when I 
see the higher prices asked for 
the so-called organic foods! 
Many dentists provide their 
patients with sound advice on 
nutrition and can recommend 
to their patients good informa­ 
tional sources such as county 
or state health departments. 
There is no doubt that proper 
nutrition can help to form 
stronger teeth and to help them 
to resist tooth decay, but such 
nutritional 
habits 
do 
not 
necessarily include the use of 
“organic” and health foods 
Q. About five years ago I had 
some extensive — and expen­ 
sive — dental work done. It 
was called month rehabilita­ 
tion. A year ago I went to a 
new dentist, who told me that 
much of the work had to be 
done over, because of gum 
trouble and decay around the 
crowns and bridges I had. 
I 
think the 
first dentist 
should refund my money, or 
pay the second dentist wha­ 
tever his fee is going to be, but 
he refuses to listen to me. I)o 
yon think I’ve “been had?” 
A. Since your letter was 
much more explicit — and 
caustic — than I could publish, 
I called both of the dentists you 
named and spoke with them 
about your situation. 
I learned that you had not 
been in to see the original 
dentist for four years after the 
“rehabilitaton” of your mouth 
was completed, even though 
you wen* friendly with him and 
saw 
him 
socially 
quite 
frequently. You admitted to the 
second dentist that you had 
spent enough money the* first 
time around and couldn’t see 
why you should keep going 
back and paying more money. 
The second dentist told me 
the work you had* done in 1970 
was good but that your home 
care was “ lousy.” He feels that 
90 per cent of your trouble at 
present is of your own doing — 
namely poor oral health habits. 
I’m afraid 1 cannot agree 
that you 
had a justifiable 
complaint against your first 
dentist, since it seems that the 
work was done properly in 
1970, but that your neglect has 
permitted it to become unsa­ 
tisfactory 
and 
in 
need 
of 
replacement. 
I’m sure you’ve read about 
some 
of 
the 
automobile 
warranties which will replace 
or repair unsatisfactory units 
of a car for a period of 3-5 
years without charge. But there 
is a condition written in those 
warranties that the car must be 
inspected 
and 
serviced 
at 
regular and fairly frequent in­ 
tervals in order to keep the 
warranty in effect.

Programs — While considering 
a one-year extension of the Law 
Enforcement Assistance Ad­ 
ministration (LEAA), the House 
voted 253-133 to retain existing 
law requiring community and 
neighborhood anti-crime or­ 
ganizations to receive approval 
of their programs from local 
law enforcement officials as 
well as from the LEAA. The 
original bill would have allowed 
the community groups simply to 
notify local law enforcement of­ 
ficials of their programs. 
Supporters of retaining the 
existing requirement for local 
police approval said that allow­ 
ing community groups simply 
to notify the local police would 
undercut 
and 
erode 
local 
governmental authority. The 
result, they said, could be to set 
up a form of vigilantism that 
would be funded without local 
police approval, hindering the 
purpose of getting community 
groups and local police working 
together. 
Opponents of the requirement 
for local police approval argued 
that community groups, like 
other LEAA applicants have to 
go through a number of review 
steps — local and federal — 
before receiving their grant, 
and adding an extra set at the 
local police level is unfair. 
Besides, they said, letting the 
police into the decision-making 
process allows them to engage 
in local politics, killing projects 
they might not like.

or 
renovate state and loca* .jails 
and prisons. 
Supporters of the amendment 
said the federal government had 
no business telling state and 
local governments how their 
correctional institutions should 
lx‘ built. It is one thing to sug­ 
gest standards, they said, hut to 
require adoption of the stan­ 
dards 
before federal grant 
money can be obtained is the 
type of federal red tape that 
Congress has been trying to 
eliminate. 
Opponents of the amendment 
said the requirement would not 
restrict the kinds of facilities 
that could be constructed but 
just set minimal standards that 
would be agreed upon by both 
the state and the LEAA. The 
opponents argued that LEAA 
money earm arked for correc­ 
tions facilities in the past had 
been used to keep hopelessly 
inadequate jails in existence, 
and that the requirement of 
minimal standards had been 
included in the bill to avoid such 
waste of federal funds.

N.J., 


recently borrowed — at 12.65 per cent interest — 
$1,500 from his local bank to finance some home 
improvements. He had forgotten that eight years ago 
he had elected to allow the dividends on his $30,000 
term insurance policy to accumulate at interest — and 
his dividend account now contained $1,468. 


Result: he was voluntarily 


forfeiting more than $100 a year 
in unnecessary bank interest 
charges. Reminded a month 
later during a routine visit from 
his Insurance agent, he drew out 
the dividends, placed the money 
in the bank and persuaded his 
banker to rcfssuc the debt as a 
low-interest passbook loan. 


TRUE TALE: A Denver 


resident, widowed for 10 years, 
remarried at the age of 67, died 
five years later and left his own 
widow nearly destitute. His life 
insurance had been made out to 
his wife. But he forgot that il 
had been made out to "my wife, 
Mary." His second wife's name 
was Hilda. 


The $2-5,000 proceeds passed 


to the estate of his first wife, 
who, it developed, after making 
' specific requests to her husband 
and others, had 
left 
the 


remainder of her estate to a 
favorite niece. The favorite 
niece gets the J25.000. 


People forget. 
"And the thing, that people 


most often forget," says Robert 
Waldron of the American Coun- 
cil of Life Insurance, "is that 
life insurance is a legal contract 
earning all the force of law. 


"The next thing they forget is 


that the passage of time can all 
too easily convert yesterday's 
wisdom into today's lolly." 


For many, many years, con- 


ventional wisdom has held that 
women, the major beneficiaries 
of life insurance, are incapable 
of managing their own financial 
affairs in widowhood. As a 
result, husbands often have 
elected to have the proceeds of 
their life insurance doled out to 
their widows in monthly instal- 
ments. 


Even during periods when the 


value of the dollar remains 
fairly stable, you, a poUcyholdcr 
and, 
you, 
the 
intended 


beneficiary, should examine 
this procedure with utmost 
care. But hi eras of inflation, the 
consequences of deciding on the 
sufficiency of a fixed income 
can be doubly destructive.

self strapped to an insurance 
income of MM a month, with no 
way lo reach the principal sum. 
Uglily the money is hen. Ami 
just to legally the insurance 
company is bound by a contract

In response to anguished 


complaints of affected widows, 
many life insurers a while ago 
undertook lengthy and cosily 
campaigns among policyholders 
who had elected the option, 
urging them to reconsider. 
Many policyholders did. Many 
who should have, didn't.

"H's really frighlening," 


Waldron emphasizes. "The in, 
come option can rescue people 
from paying unnecessary cslale 
taxes. And it there arc other. 
assets a beneficiary- can get al 
in an emergency, it's one way of 
being sure Ihcy can'l outlive 
their incomes. But if it's used to 
insulate 
the 
widow 
from 


decisions about money, il's 
misused and can really hurl 
her." 


If 
you 
douol 
your 


beneficiary's ability to make 
sound decisions, leave a letter of 
instructions and suggestions. Or 
set up a life insurance Irusl. 
And certainly, insist thai your 
wife learn the basics aboul 
handling money (while you're 
alive). 


More shocking than Ihe above 


are 
the 
instances 
of 


policyholders forgetting to tell 
their 
beneficiaries 
— or 


anybody else — that they have 
life insurance al all. Many for- 
gotten term policies, for ins- 
tance, would simply be carried 
in the records as having lapsed 
when, in fact, they had been in 
force and payable al the time of 
their owners' death — if a claim 
had been made. 


"The companies," states 


Waldron, "stand ready to honor 
a valid claim years, even 
decades after it was due. Out if 
that claim isn't made, there's 
frequently no way of telling the 
difference between a' lapsed 
polity and a lapsed memory."

It has taken Wall Street and 


the corporate establishment 
years to discover that a regular, 
periodic investment is much 
desired by many, many small, 
conservative, steady, long-term 
investors — the very kind the 
establishment says it wants to 
attract in order to supply need- 
ed capital. At last, the example 
set by the mutual fund industry 
ill its meteoric climb in amount 
of capital invested over the last 
25 years has been taken to heart 
by giant corporations. They now 
welcome small sums of capital 
on a regular investment basis. 


To supply a list of these com- 


panies, however, is not so 
simple — primarily because me 
number of names increases 
constantly. As long ago as June. 
1973, Financial World magazine 
presented a list of a few 
hundred names and last year 
Forbes 
magazine . offered 


several hundred names, with 
the advice "that additional 
companies are initiating the 
dividend reinvestment plan all 
the time." 


To present such a list today

at NO cost.. NO commission. In 
a few cases, the additional 
shares are acquired at a dis- 
count from market — but these 
plans are not loo common.

the purchase of additional 
shares at NO commission fee.

He had forgotten that eight years ago 
he had elected to allow the dividends on his $30.00(1 
term insurance policy to accumulate at interest — and 
his dividend account now contained $1.408. 
Result: he was voluntarily 
forfeiting more than $100 a year 
in unnecessary bank interest 
charges. Reminded a month 
later during a routine visit from 
his insurance agent, he drew out 
the div idends, placed the money 
in the bank and persuaded his 
banker to reissue the debt as a 
low-interest passbook loan. 
TRUE 
TALE: 
A 
Denver 
resident, widowed for 10 years, 
remarried at the age of 67. died 
five years later and left his own 
widow nearly destitute. His life 
insurance had been made out to 
his wife. But he forgot that it 
had l>een made out to “ my wife. 
Mary.” His second wife’s name 
was Hilda. 
The $25,000 proceeds passed 
to the estate of his first wife, 
who. it developed, after making 
specific requests to her husband 
and 
others, 
had 
left 
the 
remainder of her estate to a 
favorite niece. The favorite 
niece gets the $25,000. 
People forget. 
“ And the thing that people 
mast often forget,” says Robert 
Waldron of the American Coun­ 
cil of Life Insurance, “ is that 
life insurance is a legal contract 
carrying all the force of law. 
“The next thing they forget is 
that the passage of time can all 
too easily convert yesterday's 
wisdom into today’s folly.” 
For many, many years, con­ 
ventional wisdom has held that 
women, the major beneficiaries 
of life insurance, are incapable 
of managing their own financial 
affairs in widowhood. As a 
result, husbands often have 
elected to have the proceeds of 
tlieir life insurance doled out to 
their widows in monthly instal­ 
ments. 
Even during periods when the 
value of the dollar remains 
fairly stable, you, a policyholder 
and, 
you, 
the 
intended 
beneficiary, should examine 
this procedure with utmost 
care. But in eras of inflation, the 
consequences of deciding on the 
sufficiency of a fixed income 
can Ik * doubly destructive. 
A widow — with. say. $50.000 
of insurance — could find her­ 
self strapped to an insurance 
income of $400 a month, with no 
way to reach the principal sum 
legally the money is hers. And 
just as legally the insurance 
company is bound by a contract 
which prevents her from draw­ 
ing out any part of the principal 
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in an emergency. 
In response to anguished 
complaints of affected widows, 
many life insurers a while ago 
undertook lengthy and costly 
campaigns among policyholders

decisions about money, it’s 
misused and can really hurt 
her.”

instructions and suggestions. Or 
set up a life insurance trust. 
And certainly, insist that your 
wife learn the basics alx*ut 
handling money (while you're 
alive). 
More shocking than the above

anybody else — that they have 
life insurance at all Many for­ 
gotten term policies, for ins­ 
tance. would simply be carried 
in the records as having lapsed 
when, in fact, they had l>een in 
force and payable at the time of 
their owners’ death — if a claim 
had been made. 
"The 
companies,”

Waldron, “ stand ready to honor 
a valid claim years, even 
decades after it was due But if 
that claim isn't made, there’s 
frequently no way of telling the 
difference between a lapsed 
I*»licy and a lapsed memory.”

It has taken Wall Street and 
the corporate establishment 
years to discover that a regular, 
periodic investment is much 
desired by many, many small, 
conservative, steady, long-term 
investors — the very kind the 
establishment says it wants to 
attract in order to supply need­ 
l'd capital. At last, the example 
set by the mutual fund industry 
in its meteoric climb in amount 
of capital invested over the last 
25 years has been taken to heart 
by giant corporations. They now 
welcome small sums of capital 
on a regular investment basis. 
To supply a list of these com­ 
panies. however, is not so 
simple — primarily because the 
number of names increases 
constantly. As long ago as June, 
1973. Financial World magazine 
presented a 
list 
of a 
few 
hundred names and last year 
Forbes 
magazine 
offered 
several hundred names, with 
the advice “ that additional 
companies are initiating the 
dividend reinvestment plan all 
the time. ” 
To present such a list today 
would take columns of space 
and, furthermore, would be in­ 
complete as of the day it was 
published. 
However. I do think it is 
worthwhile and feasible to offer 
a list of corporations which not 
only accept dividends (and 
cash) for reinvestment but do so 
at NO cost.. NO commission. In 
a few cases, the additional 
shares are acquired at a dis­ 
count from market — but these 
plans are not too common.

Rate Yariation Explained 


Editor, 


I want to clarify the reason­ 
ing behind the different rates 
charged by the Community 
Recreation 
and 
Education 
Council to city and township 
residents. CREC is a joint 
project of the city of South 
Haven and the South Haven 
public schools. It seeks to 
combine 
the 
recreational 
programs formerly operated by 
the city with programs operat­ 
ed by the school (such as adult 
education) and to expand and 
improve these programs. 
A 
small 
portion 
of 
its 
financing is derived from fees 
charged participants but the 
majority of its financing is 
derived from funds and non­ 
cash contributions such as the 
use of facilities) provided by 
the City and the School in 
approximately equal shares. 
This is a common arrangement 


in establishing such programs 
and is legally proper. 
It does however, result in an 
inequity as the city residents 
are 
contributing 
to 
the 
program through their city 
taxes and through their school 
taxes, 
while 
the 
township 
residents 
contribute 
only 
through their school taxes. 
CREC tried to correct this si­ 
tuation by asking the township 
Ixwrds in the South Haven 
public school district to con­ 
tribute to the program but they 
failed to do so. CREC then 
reluctantly 
established 
an 
increased charge for township 
residents participating in cer­ 
tain activities. 
CREC has been a great suc­ 
cess to date with hundreds of 
people from all parts of our 
community 
participating 
in 
recreational and educational 
programs. One only needs to 
visit the school at night and see 


the gym and classrooms filled 
with people to appreciate the 
value of the program. CREC 
wants to encourage more par­ 
ticipation and welcomes people 
from all areas of the school 
district. 
There are long standing an­ 
tagonisms between the City and 
the 
South 
Haven 
township 
governing bodies. CREC, un­ 
fortunately, appears to have 
been drawn into this area of 
dispute. 1 hope that citizens 
who appreciate and value the 
programs the CREC offers will 
urge their elected officials and 
fellow citizens to work with 
CREC and support it for the 
benefit of our entire com­ 
munity.

Medicaid because they tell me 
they have to wait months for 
their pay. Luckily for us our 
favorite druggist does accept 
Medicaid and was always cour­ 
teous in filling our prescription 
needs. His prices were also the 
lowest in the area. I know 
because I chirked prices. 
In the last four years, my
